Cotton Growers Gain 16,000 
Acres Under New Allotment 


Formula Given by 
Agent for Setting 
Farm Acreages 


Gain of 14,000 to 16.000 addi­ 
tional acres may be recorded for 
cotton growers of Jones County 
under 
the 
increased 
allotments 
just passed by Congress, accord­ 
ing to B ill Lehmberg, county agent 
of Jones County, m an exclusive 
interview’ with The Herald W ed­ 
nesday. 


Original allotment for the coun­ 
ty as passed following the adop­ 
tion on December 15 of the price 
and acreage control measure by 
cotton 
growel's of 
the country 
was 114,000 acres. 
Upped acre­ 
age allowances announced W ed­ 
nesday amount to approximately 
128,000 to 130,000 acres. 


Lehmberg 
pointed 
out 
that, 
while this allotment was not near 
what 
most farmers and others 
thought was fair to the farmers 
of the county, the increase will 
lie an improvement over the orig­ 
inal allotment. 
Jones County farmers had an 
estimated 175,000 acres planted 
to cotton last year. 
This acre­ 
age was below former plantings 
inasmuch as much cotton land had 
not been utilized the past three 
years because of the drouth. 
County agricultural committees 
will work out the individual farm 
allotments soon, Lehmberg said. 
The allotments w ill be based on 
a formula of taking 65 per cent 
of the three-year average acreage 
devoted to cotton in 1951. 1952 
and 1953; or by taking 40 per 
cent of the highc.it planted acre­ 
age in one of the three years, 
whichever is higher. 
It is pointed out that the 1954 
acreage must not exceed 47 per 
cent of the total cropland on each 
individual farm.

on the streets and highways alter 
April 15 Without a current inspec- 
tvon sticker. 


The patrol captain said that the 
men in his command have all re 
ceived orders to that effect as the 
result of a directive issued it, 
Austin by Homer Garrison Jr., di­ 
rector of the Texas Department 
of Public Safety.

from the State Public Safety Com 
mission that enforcement of the 
modified moto*’ vehicle inspection 
law which was enacted by the 
last Legislature would definiteij 
begin following the April inspec­ 
tion deadline.

According to H. E. (Ja k e ) Law ­ 
son, manager for Lone Star Gas 
Company at Hamlin, the prolong­ 
ed peribd of cold weather which 
started late in December and con­ 
tinued throuh most of January, 
accounted for quite a bit more 
heating weather this year than 
for the same period last year. 


Basing his findings on U. S. 
Weather Bureau tabulations, Law ­ 
son was explaining the effect of 
this year's cold weather on gas 
consumption as reflected in cur­ 
rent gas bills.

weather had considerable hearing 
on bills now being received," he 
said. 


He 
explained 
that, 
heating 
weather, of which there has been 
considerably more this year, ex­ 
ists whenever the average tem­ 
perature falls below 65 degrees. 


"According to weather statis­ 
tics, much, if not all of the 30-day 
period through January 25 this 
year, required heat for comfort 
because the daily average temper­ 
ature was 65 or less,’’ he said. 


U. S. Weather Bureau people 
figure 
this heating weather in 
DDDs or what is called "degree 
days.” 
They are computed by 
adding the number of degrees the 
average 
temperature 
each 
day 
falls below 63. 


For example, if the maximum 
temperature for the day is 50 de­ 
gees and the minimum Is 20 de­ 
grees, the mean or average is 35 
When this is subtracted from 65 
the number of DDDs for that day 
is shown as 30. 
The formula is 
based on the fact that normally 
whenever the mean or a v e r a g e 
temperature for the day falls be­ 
low 65, some heating is required 
for comfort. 


This 
heating 
requirement 
is 
increased 
proportionately, 
too, 
when humidity Is greater and high 
winds accompany the cold. 
The 
January 21 sleet storm covering 
most of the area served by Lone 
Star brought both. 


Lawson said that the gas rate 
now in effect in Hamlin is the 
same standard rate in effect in 
most other cities and towns on the 
Lone Star system. 


Up until last year Hamlin en­ 
joyed a gas rate lower than dur­ 
ing depression years. 
Rates were 
reduced in 1942. 
Last year’s in­ 
crease, according to Lawson, sim­ 
ply restored the reduction made 
in 1942 and added three cents per 
1,000 cubic foot.

N owaday s we hear the term 
"governm ent of law ” from tim e 
to time. 
Few of us stop to think 
th at this phase just m eans w hat 
it say s and th a t it is especially 
im portant to us as Am erican citi­ 
zens. 
Judges set the law by which they 
decide the legal questions arising 
in a law suit from th ree sources 
Federal and sta te constitutions: 
federal and state statutes: 
and 
from previous judicial 
decisions 
and legal w ritings. 
Previous de­ 
cisions state the public standards 
of rights and duties in m atters 
not covered by constitutions and 
statutes. 
Law y ers say th a t if judges and 
juries w ere not bound by law and 
precedents— if in each law suit 
the judge or juror could set up a 
private standard of rights and 
duties as a basis for deciding th a t 
case—no one would know in ad­ 
vance of 
the decision how he 
•hould have acted in a particular 
situation. 
Cases arising out of 
sim ilar circum stances would not 
be decided on settled principles 
but on the personal ideas of the 
trial judge or juror. 
Because cases m ust be tried and 
determ ined 
on 
established 
and 
recognized 
public 
standards 
of 
right and wrong, we call ours a 
governm ent of law and not a gov­ 
ernm ent of men. 
Judges have access to sta te ­ 
m ents of the law and know which 
apply to the situation involved in 
any law suit. So th at justice may 
be done according to the law\ it 
Is im perative th at the juror* in 
each ease accept the law as the 
Judge gives it to them . 
They are 
therefore required to base their 
verdict on his instructions as to 
th e law*, rath er than on their own

Drouth and unusually wide-spread participation in farm price sup­ 
port program s have combined to reduce the worrv about farm surpluses, 
and now farm ers who stored their 19 53 crops have profited, or are in 
a 
position to profit, more than those 
w ho sold at harvest time. 
On the other hand, those who 
sold at harvest time are now begin­ 
ning to realize the cost of their 
haste to sell. 
Clark L. Raker, Indiana PMA 
state com m itteem an, has taken 
farm ers to task for pay ing too 
much attention to production and 
n ot enough to m a rk e tin g . He 
points out th at farm ers frequently 
can make as much money by sell­ 
ing a crop at the right time as 
they can by producing th at crop. 
W riting in the current ispue of 
the Farm stead News, a magazine 
circulated 
by Quonset dealers, 


Raker say s: "No farm er can ever 
solve his m arketing problems until 
he can store his own crops on his 
own farm , for sale at the favorable 
price during the coming y ear.” 
Baker pointed out th at the dif­ 
ference between the harvest-time 
price of soy beans and the price at 
the end of the y ear was more than 
enough to have paid for on-the- 
farm storage for the beans. Wheat 
prices also have risen steadily and 
there are strong indications that 
both corn and wheat will sell at 
loan levels or above before nex t 
y ear’s crops are harvested—well 
above harvest-time prices.

Such a situation would inevitably 
result in confusion and injustice. 


The whole purpose of laws and 
rules it to insure equal justice by 
providing a single 
standard 
of 
rights and duties, applicable to 
all persons sim ilarly situation.

It 
is believed that the states should 
decide the question fcr themselves. 


The constitution reserves the 
right to the states to determine 
what the qualifications for voters 
should be. It has always been my 
view that the federal government 
had no business in attempting to 
dictate rules for voting to the 
states. 
It happens that I serve 
on a committee (house adminis­ 
tration) which deals with election 
laws. 
Since I have been in the 
Congress, there have been numer­ 
ous attempts to outlaw' the poll 
tax, Which is still required by 
Texas and our other states. May­ 
be the poll tax should be abolished 
as a prerequisite to voting. That 
is not the issue. If it is abolished 
it should be done by the state and 
no attempt he made by the fed­ 
eral government to do so. 
This 
applies to the principle of the 
18-year-olds voting. 
Like many other things, If the 
federal government attempts to 
assume such authority over the 
states, then it is another step 
toward more federal controls. 


We have seen the federal gov­ 
ernment's power grow 
tremen- 
douffly during the last two gen­ 
erations. 
Much of the authority 
now exercised by the federal gov­ 
ernment is that which has been 
usurped from the states. 
At the 
turn of the century, about 85 per 
cent of the tax dollar of this coun­ 
try was collected by the states, 
counties, cities and school dis­ 
tricts. 
Only about 15 per cent 
was collected by the federal gov­ 
ernment. Today this fraction ha* 
almost reversed itself. 
Roughly, 
almost 85 per rent of the tax 
dollar Is now collected by the fed­ 


eral government, and the remain­ 
ing 13 per cent is left for the 
states, counties and schools. 
This 
gradual 
drying 
up 
of 
sources of revenue by the federal 
government has made it neces­ 
sary for the states, cities and 
schools and other local taxing 
units to come more and more to 
the federal government 
for fi­ 
nancial 
aid. 
Certainly 
it 
has 
proved that the huge federal bu­ 
reaucracy is many times ineffi­ 
cient, ineffective and wasteful. 


President Eisenhower last year 
appointed a commission to deter­ 
mine the responsibility of the 
federal government as related to 
state government. 
The commis­ 
sion is headed by Clarence Man- 
lon, dean of the law school of the 
University, of Notre Dame. 
It is 
a monumental task w'hich they 
are undertaking, and I suppose w< 
should not be disappointed that 
nothing concrete has been pro­ 
duced. 
Be this as it may, the fact re­ 
mains that the federal govern­ 
ment has no business in attempt­ 
ing to invade the right of state 
governments in determining who 
shall lie able to vote, hut contra- 
rily, should return to those mat­ 
ters for which federal government 
was created, and give bark to 
local government their rightful 
prerogatives and responsibilities 
It should also follow that taxes 
of the federal government should 
lie reduced, and they should not 
try to take care of everything 
back home which has no relation 
to the national welfare. 
Local 
officials 
of 
government 
should 
know more about spendng the lo­ 
cal tax dollar than someone 2,000 
miles away in Washington.

Merchants ell 
o\er the country arc offering some 
of the best winter mark-downi 
that I have seen in a long time. 


Thanks to this country’s tremen­ 
dous productive capacity,, which 
has been great!>• increased in re ­ 
cent jears, all kinds of consumer 
goods have been coming on ihe 
market in almost unprecedented 
volume. The late Korean war did 
bttle to dampen the tlow. As a re­ 
sult, stores everywhere have bar­ 
gains in good merchandise. 
Some 
of it has not been moving too well, 
at least not fast enough to suit the 
store owners. Perhaps prices have 
been out of line with the ideas of 
prospective consumers. In a num­ 
ber of cases, this undoubtedly has 
been true. 
But now the picture 
has been changed. 


Semi-annual stock-taking clear­ 
ance sales are under w'ay from one 
end of the land to the other. Sales 
floors and store counters this win­ 
ter are loaded with bargains that 
many can hardly afford to ignore.

Shop aggres­ 
sively for the best buys. 
Also 
watch the store ads in your news­ 
paper. 
A number of household goods 
and appliances are available now’ 
at 
bargain prices. The field is 
broad, but the goods are there 
and rightly priced if you shop 
around. 
Just the other day, for 
instance, I saw a new combination 
food freezer-refrigorator offered 
at a saving of 20% under a month 
ago. But buy Ihese electrical ap­ 
pliances from reliable stores and 
(>e sure to get the standard guar­ 
antee. 
Now Is the time to buy 
from a reliable dealer a used ear 
at a low price. 
These ears will 
sell for more money in the spring 
and early winter. 
This is the time of year also 
when many types of soft goods 
can 
be 
purchased economically, 
i hese include sheets, pillow cases, 
and towels. 
February traditional­ 
ly is a month when household fur 
niture is offered at sf>eeinl price*-, 
this Februaiy should not l>e an 
exception. 
I also must mention 
Oriental 
rugs, 
prices of which 
have beep cut shai-ply. T have seen 
some of these items recently ad­ 
vertised as sel’ing at half former 
prices. 
Perhaps bring to your city the 
stock of some out-of-town firm 
that is liquidating. Be not afraid 
to cut your own prices for a short 
period. You w ill w m customers 
by it in the end.

now is the best buy. I forecast 
you can purchase parking space 
for customers cheaper nowf w'hen 
the ground is frozen, snow is fall­ 
ing, and business is poor.

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Droath Relief Hay Problem Has Caused 
Curious Result, Says Agriculture Head

The Texa* drouth relief hay 
program has had a curious result, 
It is pointed out this week by 
John C. White, state commission­ 
er of ttte D epartm ent of Agricul­ 
ture, in a release to The Herald. 
O ut here in W est Texas, stock­ 
men desperately in need of hay 
for their livestock have been ship­ 
ping it in from as far away as 
Idaho and California. 
Yet farm ­ 
ers in some parts of I ’ast Texas 
have a burdensome supply of hay 
in their barns. 
Until recently, the drouth area 
ranchm en did not have to con 
sider the shipping cost when they 
made hay purchases. 
They could 
buy grasses outside the state and 
have the shipping cost refunded to 
them through a cooperative agree­ 
m ent between the railroads, the 
federal government and the state 
of Texas. This was a desperately 
needed emergency m easure to get 
hay to stricken livestock. 
Now, funds for this program 
are extrem ely low, W hite points 
•u t, 
The hay buyer m ust carry 
a part of the shipping expense. 
As a result, it is hoped he will buy 
tt»e hay from Texas growers. 
Most of the money used in the 
hay relief program was furnished 


by the federal government. 
Be­ 
cause of this fact, there was no 
legal way that 
hay 
purchases 
could be restricted to within state 
supplies. 
In many respects, this 
was an unfortunate situation. 
, 
Since the farm er with hungry 
cattle did not have to consider 
freight rates, he naturally looked 
for good hay at the lowest pur­ 
chase price. Many of them found 
conditions more favoral)le outside 
of Texas. 
Others did not take 
the tim e to locate nearby supplies 
hut took what was offered from 
other states. 
In order to encourage the pur­ 
chase of Texas hay, the State De­ 
partm ent of A griculture has, at 
its own expense, endeavored to 
locate available state hay. 
This 
information, along with price quo­ 
tations, has been forwarded con­ 
stantly to country drouth com mit­ 
tees, to feed dealers and to in­ 
dividual farmers. 


Any farm er with an over-3upply 
of hay or who knows of hay avail­ 
able for sale should send the in­ 
formation to the S tate D epart­ 
ment of A griculture m Austin. 
There is atilt a good m arket for 
this hay in the drouth area.

Young Men of Clubs Have Responsibility 
fn Safety Campaign on Our Highways 


Young people of the countrj 
hnve a very definite responsibil­ 
ity in the safety campaigns that 
are being promoting for highway 
travelers. 
The following article 
points to that responsibility: 


Did you know that— 


1. Highway safety’ is a problem 
as close to you as the road the 
runs in front of your farm? 


2. Seven out of 10 motor vehicle 
deaths and more than one-half of 
all traffic injuries occur on the 
free and open roads in rural areas? 


3. Accidents in rural areas us­ 
ually kill more people* 


4. Of the 38,000 persons killed 
last year, 6,000 were your farm 
neighbors and 210,(XX) farm friends 
were injured? 


These facts and figures have 
been compiled by the executive 
committee of the Rural Youth of 
the U. S. A. Conference, which is 
issuing a challenge to all rural 
youth to help the committee in its 
safety program. 
Highway trans­ 
p u t at ion has become as much a 
part of farming as spring plowing 
or harvesting; but along with the 
benefits of highway transporta- 
iton come the hazards with which 
we must deal in our daily use of 
the public roads. 
The committee 
says: 
"Sa fety on the roads you use 
every day in your work or recrea­ 
tion is just as important to you 
as the food you eat. 
Won't you 
join with rural young people in 
every organization to get this .job 
of building safety on the rural 
roads and highways accomplish­ 
ed?” 


Last year on the highways of 
the 
United 
States 
there 
were 
38.000 deaths: 11.000 were in the 
urban areas and 27,000 in rural 
sections. There were 1,330,000 in­ 
juries. 800,000 )»eing in the urban 
regions, and 550,000 in the rural 
areas. 
M ajor causes of accidents are 
excessive speed, failure to yield 
right-of-way, alcohol, and acts of 
discourtesy. 
More public interest is needed 
m the highway safety movement 
today: 
and F F A and 4-H Club 
chapters and their advisofs can 
render a definite service in this 
direction. 
Organized action 
for 


highway safety is weakest hi the 
rural areas; 
and these club or­ 
ganizations, along with other ru­ 
ral young people's organizations 
in America, can spark community- 
wide and county-wide organiza­ 
tion and action for the reduction 
of traffic accidents. 
The promo- 
tion of highway safety Is a real 
challenge to young people— it is 
a challenge to community service. 
Rut what can club boys do? Well, 
for example: 


1. Help make our highways sa f­ 
er. 
Conduct a highway hazards 
hunt on the roads in your com­ 
munity to look for such danger 
points as unsafe bridges and eul 
verts, dangerous curves, obstruc­ 
tions to safe sight distance and 
the lack of warning signs1. 
Plan 
a meeting to discuss these find­ 
ings with your highway adminis­ 
trator and explore ways to correct 
them. 


Spot the high-accident locations 
in your community and discuss 
them with the local law* enforce­ 
ment and highways officials, and 
work out some way of eliminating 
them. 
2. 
Promote 
safety education. 
Urge the school authorities to in­ 
clude safety instruction in class­ 
room work at all grade levels, and 
to have an efficient safety patrol 
Promote driver education in your 
high 
school, 
and 
encourage 
all 
high school pupils to enroll in the 
course. 
Form a student safety 
organization in your school. 
3. Become law enforcement con­ 
scious. 
Know your county offi­ 
cials, state and local highway pa­ 
trols. 
Ask how you can help with 
the traffic law enforcement needs 
of your community. Find out from 
judges and prosecutors how boys' 


clubs might help with low enforce­ 
ment problems and how to gain 
greater public respect for traffic 
law** and ordinances. 
Have some 
members of your group visit a 
traffic court session. 


4. 
Get 
together 
with 
other 
groups of rural young people in 
your area to develop and carry 
out a united safety program. Take 
part in planning and conducting a 
county-wide highway safety pro­ 
gram in which every subscribing 
group has an assigned part. 


Some good project ideas for F F A 
and 4-H Club projects* 


1. Clear farm road entrances in 
your neighborhood.

S tate draft and enlistm ents in 
the armed forces in January fail­ 
ed to equal the number of Texas 
separated, a state selective service 
headquarters release to The H er­ 
ald this week shows. 
Approximately 3,900 men enter­ 
ed the different services in Janu- 
uary, nearly 2,600 of these by en­ 
listment.

Th<* Future Farm ers of Amor­ 
im movement, conducted through 
the school system of Texas, has 
mad-' great srtides in recent years. 
Texas takes pride in having an­ 
other “firsts” as far as F utuer 
Farm ers are concerned. 
She not 
only has a larger FFA m em ber­ 
ship than any other state, but 
with her 35.000 FFA ers, she ac­ 
counts for almost one-tenth of all 
Future Farm ers in this country. 
Any FFA boy will tell you that 
It is fairly easy to become a 
member of this group, and he can 
tell you how the Future Farm ers 
stress leadership training and ev­ 
ery type of farm training imag­ 
inable 
In fact, he will tell you 
tha* after three years as a F uture 
Farm er, a t<oy can graduate from 
high school not only with a di­ 
ploma, but also with a complete, 
well-rounded foundation for run­ 
ning a farm, and the background 
for being a good, solid, active 
citizen of his commmunity. 
But now to get down to brass 
tacks, this is w hat you have to 
do to be a F uture Farm er: You 
must be between the ages of 14 
and 21, bp enrolled in a vocational 
agriculture course and serve as a 
Green Hand for a year, have fa­ 


cilities and statlsfactory plans for 
programs of supervised farming, 
and be able to recite from m em ­ 
ory the FFA creed. 
You may think the part about 
serving as a Green Hand for a 
year is a little bit stiff, but It's 
really not bad at all, because as a 
Green Hand you can still attend 
FFA meetings, have projects and 
participate in contests. 
So you 
are actually a Future Farm er lie- 
fore you are raised to the first 
Future 
Farm er 
level, 
that

Chapter Farm er. 


When you are advanced from 
a Green Hand to a Chapter Farm ­ 
er you wijl certainly be proud of 
the

made—because you will have com­ 
pleted one year of vocational agri­ 
culture and will be enrolled for 
your second year: you will have 
earned at least $25 on your First 
year’s project; 
you will 
have 
mapped out an improved program 
of supervised farm er; 
you will 
be able to lead a group discussion 
for 13 m inutes; and you will be 
familiar with parliam entary pro­ 
cedure and with the state and 
national prograim of work for the 
FFA.

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Cotton Growers Warned to Beware of 
Great Claims by Cottonseed Salesmen 


“Beware of Greeks who come 
bearing gifts!** And while you’re 
at it beware of slick-talking cot­ 
tonseed salesmen who make ex­ 
travagant claims for their prod­ 
ucts. 
This word of advice is offered 
to cotton farmers of the Hamlin 
area and the rest of Texas who 
are apt to be swayed into buying 
inferior cottonseed this season 
Complaints already have reached 
the Texas Department of Agri­ 
culture about poor quality seed 
offered 
from 
some out-of-statc 
sources. 
Somp of the seed is listed as 
••certified” by the seller. 
Several 
of these cases investigated by the 
department failed to reveal delib­ 
erate fraud but the seed was three 
generations removed from the ini­ 
tial certification. Seed more than 
one generation removed from cer- 
tified stock probably will not have 
all the desirably qualities needed 
for top production, points out John 
C. White, commissioner of agri­ 
culture. 
Another claim being investigat­ 
ed is on seed reportedly treated 
with a “secret” chemical guaran­ 
teed to kill all cotton pests. 
It is 
doubtful that such a “miracle” 


chemical exist*. Research labora­ 
tories have been trying to develop 
one, but positive results have not 
been announced. 
The farmer’s best bet is to buy 
cottonseed which has been certi­ 
fied by the Texas Department of 
Agriculture. It is also important 
to know the dealer from whom the 
purchase is made. 
Every bag of seed offered for 
sale in Texas must bear either a 
Texas “tested seed” labor, a "cer­ 
tified” label or a “registered” tag. 
These labels are not guarantees 
of top production, but they do tell 
the buyer what he can expect in 
germination quality and bag con­ 
tent. 
More than $15,000,000 worth of 
cottonseed will be bought and sold 
in Texas this year. That kind of 
money is sure-fire bait for attract­ 
ing unscrupulous operators. 
It is especially important in this 
year of controlled cotton produc­ 
tion that the*farmer plant good 
seed, White urges. He must take 
full advantage of every measure 
that will help him raise more 
cotton on his reduced acreage 
Poor seed is not worth the risk. 
There is no such thing as “bar­ 
gain basement* seed.
